Chicago, Jan. 24.—An attempt of the 
Socialists to bring about a “march of 
the unemployed” through the down­ 
town streets resulted in two sharp 
fights with the police in which the 
would-be marchers were routed after 
a number of men had been clubbed. 
Lr. Ben jam!.I L. Reitman, the origi­ 
nator of the plan to march through the 
streets, and two of his followers were 
arrested. 
For several days Reitman, who is a 
Socialist, had been making announce­ 
ments of his intention to hold a pa­ 
rade of “hoboes” and “unemployed,” 
despite the warning given him by 
Chief of Police Shippy that no march 
through the streets would be permit­ 
ted. 
Reitman, however, continued to 
defy the authorities and thousands of 
circulars were distributed Through­ 
out the downtown saloons and in the 
lodging house district, calling upon all 
men out of work to assemble on the 
lake front. 
The chief of police re­ 
iterated his statement that the march 
would not he permitted and directed 
that all the police force he held in 
reserve at the various stations. 
The crowd commenced to gather on 
Michigan avenue in front of the Art 
Institute and in a few minutes a col­ 
umn which was really a series of 
bunches of four and five men formed 
and headed by Reitman they started 
w’est on Adams street.

The Pinnacles as National Monument. 
President Roosevelt recently signed 
a 
proclamation 
making 
a 
national 
monument of the jagged peaks known 
as the Pinnacles, situated in the w est­ 
ern part of San Benito county, Cal., 
says a Washington dispatch. The area 
of the monument is about 2,080 acres. 
This natural wonder Is about nine 
miles due east from the Southern Pa­ 
cific station at Soledad and is reached 
by two roads. 
The Jagged formation 
of the rocks is of much scientific inter­ 
est. 
The Pinnacles, which have an 
actual area of slightly more than 2,000 
acres, are located within the Pinnacles 
National forest, which has an area of 
14,108 acres. 
The movement to give 
tho peaks permanent protection and 
preserve them for their scientific in­ 
terest was started by Hon. J. C. Need­ 
ham and other influential Californians 
in 1004. The creation of the Pinnacles 
national monument is the final outcome 
of this movement. 
In this way the 
peaks will be protected in every way 
from unsightly exploitation.

his secretary of state. Jam es G. Blaine, 
aud that gentleman cordially agreed 
that it would be a desirable appoint­ 
ment.

so Mr. Blaine was selected to sound 
Colonel Quay.

HUGE HYDROGEN PLANT. 


Governm ent Establishm ent to Furnish 
Gas For A erial Machines. 
In line with the recently adopted 
policy of the United States govern­ 
ment to take the lead among the na­ 
tions of the world In developing bal­ 
loons and aerial machines the govern­ 
ment has arranged for the erection of 
a huge hydrogen plant to create gas 
for balloons and aerial craft, says a 
W ashington special dispatch to the 
Cincinnati Enquirer. 
This plant will be located in Fort 
Myer and will be the headquarters of 
the balloon fleet. A part from its equip­ 
ment will be a big reservoir with sev­ 
eral feed lines, and while in operation 
the balloons will merely have to sail 
up, pick up a feed line and replenish 
their supply of hydrogen. 
Major Russell and Captain Chandler, 
who will have charge of the construc­ 
tion of the plant, recently returned 
from Mount W eather, where they ex­ 
amined a gas generating plant install­ 
ed by the w eather bureau. Major Rus­ 
sell said the inspection committee was 
ordered to ascertain if the weather 
bureau plant was suitable for adoption 
by the signal corps.

An occasional feed of green 
roots if provision was made for them 
last year is of great value. If they 
are not available then bran or oil cake 
meal is a fairly good substitute ond will 
do much to keep the animal in condi­ 
tion.

It is also at this time of the year 
that lice usually begin to make them­ 
selves manifest. They come often from 
allowing chickens to roost in the stable 
or barn and when once they infest an 
animal it cannot thrive. It used to be 
said that lice would not attack a thrifty 
animal, but now it is known, rather, 
that an animal which is infested with 
lice cannot remain thrifty. Dry to­ 
bacco or snuff rubbed into the heavy 
hair along the back of an animal has 
decidedly discouraging tendencies to j 
vermin of all kinds but is not as effc- j 
tual as some of the well known lice 
remedies. 
Washing with tobacco tea 
is an almost sure cure but is unsafe to 
apply at this season of the year as the 
animal is apt to take cold.

Do not forget that a little bother at 
this time in testing your seed com may 
save heavy loss from defective seed 
next summer. It is much easier and 
cheaper if your seed proves poor to buy 
better before planting time than it is 
to replant late in the season. The 
same is true of other seeds if you use 
them in large quantities or are depend­ 
ant upon crops they are to produce.
